S. Mackelligsn, of 
the it. i:. The letter a copy of which 
has been forwanleii to Dean .\ihims. 
of the Faculty of -Vpplied Science. | 
was written shortly after Lii-ut. ; 
Cooper was wounded, and when he j 
seemed to be on a fair way to re- 1 
covery. Later, however, erysipelas ; 
set in, and Lieut. Cooper succumbed. 

The letter reads: 

"You will proiMbly have heard from \ 
the War Office that your son has 
been woundet^. He is doing well, and 
when 1 saw him this afternoon at the 
Casualty Clearing Station, was very 
cheerful, anil not in much pain. He i 
was taking his nitu up to work in a 
motor lorry, when a shell burst close 
to hliu. He la not in any danger, 
and should, so the doctor tells me. 
get perfectly well in time. He has i 
been rather badly hit in the left an- ' 
kle, and has some other wounds i 
about him which are not at all serl- 1 
ous. At present his left leg Is in i 
splints, and the doctors are (|uito op- 1 
timistlc about it. I cannot tell yuu { 
how sorry we all are about it. and 
the Company ran ill afford tii lost? 
even for a short time so good an of 
I ficer as your son Is. 1 should like to 
' tell you a mile about the splendid j 
work he did during the early part of , 
the uperatluns in .luly last. Ilri was 
responsible for getting the roads for 
guns and transport through to Fri- 
court at the earliest moment pos- 
sible. The success of the operations 
depended very largely on this, and 
the magnificent way be carried it 
out, and the splendid example he set 
Ills men. won praise from everyone, 
and reflected great credit on the 
Coiiipuny. .Most of the work was car- 
ried nui under heavy shell fire, anil 
under great difficulties, and il was 
solely duo to tiie determination and 
high example of your son that the 
men were able to carry it out so suc- 
cessfully. We should be so pleased 
if you could let us know from time to 
time how lie progresses. If there is 
anything more I can tell you, or do 
for Cooper, please let me know. I 
should be so glad to do anything I 
can.

It Is valid for one ycor, and Is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty five days' labor on each forty acres. ^
